_ The Relief Expenditure 


With the Federal elections over and the political complexion of the next 
Parliament of Canada defined, the government of the country will be faced 
with a number of important problems to decide, and not the least of these 
is the question of the steps. which must be taken to ease the debt burden of 
governmental units in Western Canada. 


By governmental units is meant the governments of the provinces and 
of the municipalities, urban and rural. 


Dufing the past five years the public finances of the Western Canadian 
provinces and of the municipalities, which are their creatures, have been 
strained to the breaking point to meet the problems which drought and 
general unemployment have brought. in their train. ° 


Not only has the public purse of the Western provinces and of the 
municipalities been depleted in the struggle to ensure that their citizens 
should not starve, freeze or go shelterless in their grim fight against great 
odds, but they have been obliged to pledge their future resources, to an 
alarming extent, to enable the citizens of the present generation to keep 
their heads above water. 


Tn the three prairie provinces millions of dollars have been spent to 
furnte#h a substantial percentage of the population with food, fuel and cloth- 
ing, and in the urban centres wtih shelter as well; and this, despite the fact 
that the Federal government has also contributed large sums to bolster up 
the provinces and the municipalities in their fight to ensure the necessities 
of life for their people. 

In addition, however, to the money which has been expended out of 
current revenues these provincial and municipal governments have pledged 
many more millions of dollars against the credit of the future earning 
power of the people, a debt which will have to be liquidated in the future 
either by the taxpayers of to-day or by the rising generation, or a combina- 
tion of both. ; ; 

Without going into statistics which, at the best, make dry reading, .it 
is axiomatic to say that the indebtedness which has been piled up on this 
count, directly and indirectly, reaches a staggering total and has passed the 
figure which is within the competence of these governmental units to meet 
from existing resources. 

One of the conditions contributing to the existing condition of the 
finances of the Western provinces and municipalities is the inequitability of 
the distribution of the tax burden as between individual taxpayers and the 
inequitability of. the distribution of the bases of taxation as between the 
federal, provincial and municipal governing entities, | 

The financial situation which has developed as a result of these inequali- 
ties is one which will have to be faced and remedied by the newly-elected 
Parliament if the Western provinces and municipalities are to remain sol- 
vent and are to be enabled to extricate themselves from a position which 
has become intolerable. 

So far as-the municipal governments are concerned, their financial 
plight has been accentuated by practical limitation to realty as, at least, the 
principal tax base, and this applies to both rurals and urbans, only in dif- 
ferent degree. Land has more than passed the limit of its endurance as a 
source of revenue for governments. Other spheres of taxation are denied 
to the-municipalities, and this is one discriminatory feature which will have 
to be remedied. . 

In seeking additional sources of revenue municipalities are cramped by 
legislative action of their superior provinces and the prdvinces in turn are 
hampered by Federal authority. 

What is needed is a nation-wide conference in which the municipalities 
can get together with the provinces and the Dominion and, in a spirit. of 
tolerance and recognition of the difficulties of one another, come to an 
agreement which will, provide for specific delimitation of spheres of taxation 
and a, definite understanding that the several governmental units will not 
in future encroach upon one another's taxation preserves. * 

* This understanding should be translated into legislative enactment and 
if it involves amendments to the Brit'sh North America Act, as undoubtedly 
it would, efforts should be made to secure the necessary sanction. 

The problem of relief, it has been reiterated by competent authorities 
time and again, is a national one. The provinces have said so. The urban 
municipalities have said so and the rural municipalities hold the same view, 
even if they have not adopted resolutions in convention to that effect. 

If the Federal government is not prepared to recognize the situation 
in the west as a national problem, the only alternative is for the Federal 
government to make it possible for the provinces and municipalities to 
liquidate past, present and future expenditures by providing them with the 
machinery to levy the money where the money is available. :

These carnivorous plants, which 
thrive on the meéaty eubstance of 
flies, mosquitoes and other insects, 
are being divided by Fernch scien- 
tists to-day into different classes 


“according to digestive organs and 


methods of food-catching. It already 
has been discovered that some of 
them can be fed by hand and will 
devour tiny pieces of beefsteak. 

Included in this weird collection 
are bladderworts, _pitcher-plants, 
Venus fly-traps, sun-rews and ecores 
of other varieties that so far are 
known only by Latin name. Some of 
them have small pits and cavities in- 
to which unsuspecting little animals 
crawl, only to find themselves pris- 
oners, ‘doomed to be made into a 
meal. Others capture their food with 
the aid ofa sticky fluid while still 
another group has mouth-like leaves 
with which to snap up food. 

Practically all of these insecti- 
vorous plants have been gathered by 
French scientists in bogs, marshes 
and damp heaths, which are stated 
to be their natural habitat. Since 
their roots have no contact with suf- 
ficient supplies of inorganic food, 
these plants have been forced to de- 
velop their stems or leaves into verit- 
able mouths and stomachs. 

One of the most curious plants 
being studied at the Museum is the 
pitcher-plant belonging to the genus 
Nepenthes. Different varieties of it 
have been brought from swamps and 
jungle pools of New Guinea, New 
Caledonia, Madagascar and Cochin- 
China. From its stem dangle leaves 
which have a large  pitcher-like 
cavity at the end. These pits vary 
in size from a few inches to more 
than a foot in depth. Usually splotch- 
ed with yellow, purple and red and 
lined with sweet-smelling honey 
glands, these pitchers attract any in- 
sect winging by. 

Unaware of any danger, the fly 
or beetle sips the tasty secretion and 
ventures further into the trap. Then 
it suddenly finds itself sliding down 
a slippery track into the bottom of 
the pitcher where its presence stim- 
ulates a flow of fluid, which drowns 
and digests it. The creature is then 
gradually absorbed by the plant. 

When one of these pitchers gets 
too large a morsel and proper diges- 
tion cannot take place, disorders 
similar to the stomach aches of hu- 
man beings result. > 


Connected With Tragic Story 


Pistols Given As Present Caused 
Death Of Recipient’s Son 

The story of a son. sent to his 
death by his father’s terse anwser to 
a request for advice is behind a brace 
of pistols on exhibition in the Don- 
ald Ross McCofd museum, Montreal. 
They were presented in. 1759 by 
Major-General Jas. Wolfe, British 
hero of the Plains of Abraham, to 
Capt. Samuel Holland, at that time 
connected with the 49th Regiment in 
Quebec, and afterwards surveyor- 
general of Canada. 

Some years later Holland’s son 
wag quartered with his regiment in 
Montreal. Among the officers of the 
regiment was a noted duellist, who 
had earned himself a name as a bully. 
Apparently for no reason, this man 
trumped up false charges against 
young Holland, accusing him of in- 
terfering with his wife. 

Frightened at the seriousness of 
the accusation and the possibility of 
having to face an expert duellist, 
Holland wrote to his father in Que- 
bec, asking advice. As answer the 
son received the brace of pistols 
which had belonged to General 
Wolfe. 

Bowing to his father’s wishes, the 
young man accepted the challenge. 
The “affair of honor’ took place at 
Point St. Charles, with the expected 
result. Young Holland was killed, 
but the family name was saved. 

The pistols were handed down from 
generation to generation in the Hol- 
land family and at length given to 
the museum,

As a 
rule animals so dogged are always 
nervous and it is impossible to get 
near them in the field or paddock. 
We like to go into the pasture and 
have the cattle come to ua rather 
than flee away. 

A reader of the Farmers’ Advocate 
recently wrote ask’ng if dogging 
cows did them any harm, and par- 
ticularly wanted to know if it made 
churning difficult. We do not know 
about dogging cows causing difficult 
churning but we are satisfied that it 
will affect the milk yield and possibly 
the fat test. A good deal of loss has 
resulted one way and’ another by 
having a fast working dog behind 
the cows when they are being put 
into the stable, 

A dog will save many steps, but 
train it to walk the cows rather than 
run them. If it won't do this, then 
it has no place on a live stock farm. 
Some dogs are very easily trained if 
they are in the right hands while 
other dogs never seem to learn.— 
Farmer's Advocate.

Expert Sociologist Says Bad Posture 
Causes Unhappiness

“We waste two-thirds of our en- 
ergy in. wrong and unnecessary mus- 
cular movements.” 

He added wrong body positions 
and’ wrong breathing restrict the 
circulation of the blood. 

“It creates irritability, hinders 
mental development and kills the joy 
of living.” 

The correct way to breathe, stand, 
walk and sit. can be taught in a few 
weeks, according to the educator and 
it comes as naturally as learning to 
swim, 

The sociologist added that he be- 
lieved the education of the popula- 
tion in the proper use of the body 
would be the big step forward in 
human progress in the next thirty 
years. 


One Of Oldest Spices 


Peppercorn Grows On Creeping Vine 
In Tropical Forests 

Pepper is one of the oldest spices 
known. Hippocrates used it as a 
medicine. Pepper differs from most 
other spices in this, that its pungency 
resides not in the volatile parts or 
essential oil, but in a substance of a 
more fixed kind, which does not rise 
in the heat of boiling water. The 
peppercorn which, when ground is 
the familiar black or white pepper, 
grows on a creeping vine, usually at 
its best in the moist heat of a low- 
lying tropical forest. When pepper 
is cultivated on a large scale it is a 
common practice to plant trees to 
support the creeper ‘and provide 
shade. When the berries are chang- 
ing from green to red they are col- 
lected, and dried in the sun until they 
become black and shrivelled. Ground 
in this condition, they produce black 
pepper. If white is required the 
black skins are removed.

The committee report also held 
that feeding the white of raw eggs 
in invalids and other similar dietary 
ideas were without basis and con- 
demned them in a report on “food 
fallacies and nutritional quackery.” 

“The great popular demand for in- 
formation about foods and health 
during recent years,” the report said, 
“has resulted in an increasing and 
alarming amount of explo‘tation of 
false and harmful ideas foisted upon 
the public by dietary quacks, fad- 
dists and self-styled nutrition ex- 
perts. ” 

“ ‘Acidosis’ is a term frequently 
and effectively used by the purveyors 
of food fallacies. Nearly all the dis- 
eases that afflict mankind can be 
found enumerated as the result of 
acidosis caused by eating acid foods.” 

“Elaborate: menus are offered for 
alkali-forming meals, and systems of 
dieting which can be had by. purchas- 
ing their books or, enlisting their ser- 
vices and special courses. The claim 
that acidosis will result from eating 
bread and meat or certain combina- 
tions of food, such as proteins and 
starches or fruits and starches, is 
entirely unsupported by scientific evi- 
dence. 

“Acidois is usually a condition at- 
tending certain diseases, such as dia- 
betes or kidney disease, involving 
faulty metabolism of the body. 

“There is no evidence that a pre- 
ponderantly acid diet is injurious.” 

Concerning the eggs the report 
reads: “It has been pointed out by 
numerous investigators that the 
white of eggs is much less digest- 
ible when raw than when cooked. 
There is even evidence that raw egg 
white when fed to experimental ani- 
mals will invariably produce toxic 
symptoms. 

“One of the most common fallacies 
is that proteins and starches are in- 
compatible and should be separated 
into distinct and separate meals.” 


Prairie Butter 


Production Now Two And A Half 
Times Greater Than In 1920 

Butter production in Canada’s 
Prairie Provinces has been increasing 
at a faster rate than the output of 
the whole Dominion, particularly dur- 
ing the last five years. In 1934 the 
production of creamery butter in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was 67,148,500 pounds, which repre- 
sented 28. 8 per cent. of the total pro- 
duction of the Dominion for that 
year. Production in these three prov- 
inces in 1934 was two and one-half 
times that of 1920, while the output 
of the Dominion as a whole was 
about double that of 1920. 

In the case of the Prairie Prov- 
inces, whence a large proportion of 
the butter output is shipped to dis- 
tant markets, a knowledge of the 
factors affecting cost is most im- 
portant. A study of creamery man- 
agement reveals that the average 
manufacturing cost was 3.45 cents 
per pound in 78 creameries, which 
were grouped according to the 
pounds of butter manufactured. The 
average cost of manufacture in 
plants in which production was un- 
der 100,000 pounds of butter for the 
year was 4.82 cents per pound while 
in factories having an output of over 


500,000 pounds, the figure was 3.18 a|- 


range of 1,64 cents per pound. The 
range in cost from the lowest to the 
highest was from 2.62 to 6.56 cents, 
a difference of 3.94 cents per pound.

New Device Claimed To Remove 
Danger From Carbon Monoxide 
Fumes 

Seven years in development, a de- 
‘vice perfected by two Winnipeg 
garagemen will remove from motor- 
ing the menace of poisonous carbon 
monoxide fumes, they claimed. 

The invention, they said, ensures 
complete combustion. It consists of 
a small cylinder fitted over the in- 
take in the manifold of an automo- 
bile motor at the back of the car- 
buretor. From a small can on top of 
the cylinder a chemical feeds into the 
manifold as the motor starts. 

The inventors, John Forbes and 
W. Denny Overall, claim the chemi- 
cal reduces the amount of carbon 
monoxide to about one per cent. 
They estimated it would, with their 
device in operation, take 12 hours in 
a closed garage 12 by eight feet to 
kill @ man.

Finally centrifugal 
force make a hole in the centre, 
where no storm rages and where are 
slowly ascending currents of air. 
Those who have seen a hole grow 
larger and larger in water escaping 
from a circular washbasin have seen 
this process at work on a small 
scale. 

But by the time this happens the 
tropical cyclone, as it is technically 
called, has got up such a speed that 
it is a roaring and devouring mon- 
ster. When it first appears and is 
reported, generally to the east of the 
Windward and Leeward Islands at 
the eastern end of the Caribbean, it 
may be 300 miles in diameter, the 
centre travelling at twelve or fifteen 
miles an hour and the whirling air 
mass attaining unbelievable speeds. 
Some of the gusts have been esti- 
mated at 180 to 200 miles an hour— 
estimated because the wind instru- 
ments invariably blow away. The 
speed has been calculated by the 
force necessary to push over heavy 
stone monuments. 

It. is impossible to stand up in a 
wind of more than 100 miles an hour, 
and most hurricanes at this point in 
their career reach ‘that velocity with- 
out half trying. They -tear &struc- 
tures apart, whip trees to pieces and 
strew them across the settlements, 
pick up every kind of lgose boarding 
and whirl it through e air at a 
rate which is as deadly as it is ter- 
rifying. 

The bending palms and other trees, 
the shrill whine of the wind through 
this vegetation, and the deep growl 
of heavier currents as they race 
across a town make every human and 
animal thing realize how puny is 
their force against the storm. There 
is a constant cannonade, as though 
the air, thick with rain and wind- 
driven spray, were a battery of field 
guns laying down a barrage. It is 
impossible to stand, the vision is 
constricted to a few feet, and the 
senses are numbed and dulled by the 
vicious pounding of wind pressure. 

If one is fortunate, or unfortunate, 
enough to be able to see some few 
feet through the maelstrom of rain 
and wind, there is a confused sense 
of the world's drifting by in frag- 
ments. Bits of trees, of roofs, of 
houses slide by on the wind as though 
they were pieces of paper carried 
upon the storm; weight has lost its 
gravitational power, and sheet iron 
is a floating tissue. 

Above all is the howl, the pound- 
ing howl, of wind battering things to 
pieces, plucking at the surface of the 
earth with fingers that draw and lift 
and suck into the whirlwind above. 

Finally the storm passes, or seems 
to. There is a lull, and the wind dies 
to a complete calm in which one may 
see a piece of paper sucked upward. 
This is the centre of the storm, the 
hole in the whirlwind. Perhaps there 
is clear sky above, the sun may 
There is

nerves. But those who have been 
through hurricanes know that this is 
merely a temporary calm, Captains 
of ships who find their way into this 
silent area plot their way carefully 
that they may get out on‘ the easiest 
and shortest storm path—for they 


| know that the storm is coming again. 


To live through a hurricane on the 
coast is to get the impression of a 
world gone mad, of the winds of the 
universe jabbing at the earth with 
spears of dim and slanting light, of 
water that pours horizontally across 


| the horizon a few feet away, of 


tangled bits of woodwork flying by 


|on wings, of thuds and crashes of 
| metal and timber, of trees pierced by 


| livers of wood, of men and women 
| fleeing from demolished houses and 
clinging to the base of a tree or pole 
while the debris of a riven world 


| goes by them with insane fury.

Hallowe'en, in spite of its legend- 
SY eae we said lo have had 
an a origin, and to the 
present day is, associated with 
fruits of the pid sevtcaniy Bh 
ples. There aré reasons for this. 
the Christian Church, Hallowe'en or 
All Hallows Eve, is the name given 
to the evening of the 3ist of October 
as the vigil of yng sag, He All 
Saints Day. Before the Christian 
era, however, the eve of the 3ist of 
October was the occasion of harvest 
and other ceremonies in various 
countries; and the festivities which 
aradually gathered around the 
Christian Hallowe’en at a later date 
originated for the most part in coun- 
tries under the sway of the Druid 
religion, chiefly Britain, plus a few 
indoor and outdoor celebrations bor- 
rowed from the pagan Roman festi- 
val to the goddess of fruit. 

The two chief characteristics of 
ancient Hallowe’en were the light- 
ing of bonfires and the belief: that 
Hallowe’en was the only night of 
the year in which ghosts, warlocks, 
witches, and evil spirits were per- 
mitted to wander on earth. On the 
ist of November the Druids held 
their great fall. festival and lighted 
fires in honour of the sungod in 
thanksgiving for harvest. It was al- 
so a firm bellef tn the religion of 
the Druids that on the eve of this 
festival (Hallowe’en as we know it) 
Saman, lord of death, called to 
gether the wicked souls that within 
the past twelve months had been 
condemned to inherit the bodies of 
animals. With’ regard to this. belief, 
it is interesting to note that in parts 
of Ireland, the 3ist October. was, 
and ‘even still is known as Oidhche 
Shamhna,. “the vigil of Saman”. 

On or about the 1st of November 
also the Roman festival in honor of 
Pomona was held. Pomona was the 
goddess of the fruit of trees—hence 
ihe words, pomologist, grower of 
fruit, and pomology. At this Pomo- 
na festival, nuts and apples, as re- 
presenting the winter store of fruits, 


'| played an important part, and thus 


originated the custom of roasting 
nuts and apple ducking—attempting 
to seize with the teeth an apple 
floating in a tub of water—a sport 
in which many later generations of 
young folk have celebrated the eve 
of 31st October. Some cynics aver 
that the evil spirits of old Druidical 
times still exist in the shape of 
thoughtless youths whose rough 
pranks on Hallowe'en often result in 
injury to persons and much damage 
to property. Their pranks are the 
survival of the licentious part of the 
Pomona fruit festival. 

The custom of lighting Hallowe’en 
fires survived generally until recent 
years in the Highlands of Scotland 
and Wales, and’ still is in vogue in 
some of the remoter parts, In the 


dying embers of the fire, it was usu- | 


al. to. place as many small stones 
as there were persons around and 
next morning a ‘search was made. 
If any of the stones were displaced, 
it was regarded as an omen that 
the person represented would die 
within 12 months, 


Canadian Dressed Poultry 


Large and Increasing Shipments to 
British Isles 


There has been an exceptionally 
good market for Canadian dressed 
poultry in the British Isles this year. 
From January 1 to September 30, 
1935, a total of 2,331,165 pounds of 
chickens, turkeys, fowl, ducks and 
geese have been shipped from the 
Dominion, compared with a total of 
832,090 pounds fer the correspond- 
ing nine months of 1934, and 4,375 
pounds for the similar nine months 
in 1933. 

Of this year’s shipments, 1,689,750 
pounds were chickens, 570,625 
pounds were turkeys, 30,240 fowl; 
47,800 pounds ducks and 2500 Ibs. 
geese. The British Isles import an- 
nually about 45,000,000 pounds of 
poultry and, according to officials 
of the Poultry: Services, Live Stock 
Branch, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Canada has never had a 
greater opportunity than at present 
to get a share of that market. As a 
result of the increased volume ,of 
poultry exported from Canada pric- 
es have advaneed to Candian pro- 
ducers. If, however, Canada desires 
to continue to hold the British mar- 
ket, more attention must be paid to 
producing Milkfed A and B grades. 
The majority of poultry that™has 
been éxported has been Selected B 
and C grades, the two lowest com- 
mercial grades, Reports received by 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture from Great Britain would in- 
dicate very clearly that better than 
Selected B and C grades must. be 
shipped if the market is to be. held. 
The production of Milkfed birds is 
comparatively easy. All that is re- 
quired ig to crate fatten them from 
two to three weeks before killing, 
on a ration of equal parts of ground 
oats, wheat, barley or buckwheat, 
mixed with boiled potatoes at the 
rate of about one-third of the vol- 
ume of méal mixture and then mix 
with sour milk, 

The greatest demand for chickens 
in the British Isles is for birds of 
four pounds and under when they 
are dressed. 


—-—— 
Livestock Farm Values 
Average farm values per head of 
sheep, swine and poultry in 1934 in- 
creased over those of 1933, cattle 
alone showing slightly lower values, 
Milch cows decreased in value from 
#31 to #29 per head, and other cat- 
ile remained unchanged at $17. 
Sheep increased from #4 to $4.18; 
swine from $8.89 to $9.86; and poul- 
try from 56 cents to 59 cents per 
head.

Doing Important Work 


Obscure Seamstress Weaving ‘Silk 
Strands On Liner’s Compass 
Card 

Important contribution to the 
safety of the new giant liner, Queen 
Mary, is being made by a little 
seamstress living in obscurity at 
‘Glasgow, Scotland. 

She is Miss Edith Rankin, of Ben 
View street, to whom has been allot- 
ted the task of weaving gossamer 
strands of silk on the magnetic com- 
pass card, made of flexible material. 

Lightness with strength are neces- 
sary with the compass card and 
these strands, whi¢h must be perfect- 
ly even, achieve the purpose. This 
accomplished, Miss Rankin’s delicate 
fingers then sew on the magnetic 
needles. . 

“They have to be adjusted to a 
thousandth of an inch,” Miss Ran- 
kin said. “A fractional error in fix- 
ing the needles can put a ship far off 
her course.” 

Miss Rankin works to this aston- 
ishing accuracy with the aid only of 
ordinary spectacles. 

After years at the job she can tell 
almost instinctively by her fingers 
whether the magnetic needles are 
exactly in place. 

Ships all over the world use com- 
passes which have passed through 
her hands. “Does it thrill you?” she 
was asked. " 

“I suppose it ought to,” was the 
reply.

New Comet Unorthodox 


Carries Tail At Right Angles To 
Path Toward Sun 

Like some gigantic insect lured by 

the light, the new comet discovered 


proaching the sun and will be nearest 
to it on Dec. 9, when it will begin 
swinging away. 

This solar game of tag was de- 
scribed at Williams Bay, Wis., by 
Prof. George Van Biesbroeck, dis- 
coverer of the newcomer, who has 
computed the comet's path. 

“At present,” Van Biesbroeck said, 
“its distance from the sun is almost 
double the distance between the earth 
and the sun, but on Dec. 9 it will be 
only one and one-fourth as great.” 

The discovery was made when the 
astronomer examined a photographic 
plate of the Sagittarius (‘The 
Archer’’) Constellation taken on the 
night of Aug. 20. 

The Biesbroeck comet, the profes- 
sor admitted, is somewhat unortho- 
dox as comets go. Instead of keeping 
its tail conveniently pointed away 
from the sun, it makes the append- 
age decribe a 90-degree angle with 
the line joining the comet and the 
sun. 

But you’d never know it, Bies* 
broeck said, in effect. ‘Its bright- 
ness is expected to increase until the 
middle of December—but it will al- 
most certainly remain beyond ob- 
servation with the naked eye.”

British Sea Captain Made Successful 
Fight With Submarine 

Captain David Thomson .died sud- 
denly at Montrose on September 12, 
At one time a commander of sailing 
vessels, he had ultimately been in 
steam, and during the Great War 
had exciting experiences.

Carrier Of Disease Germs 


Carelessness In Home Is Blamed By 
Toronto Doctor 

Dust on the street may be a nuis- 
ance but as a carrier of disease 
germs, it is practically negligible 
according to Dr. Gordon P. Jackson, 
M.O.H. Neither are disease-causing 
germs fransmitted by air to any ex- 
tent, he told the York County Home 
‘and School Council at a meeting in 
Toronto. In ‘a comprehensive address 
on communicable diseases, he de- 
clared there was too much careless- 
ness in handling of food in the home. 
The “thumb-in-the-soup” was much 
too prevalent and frequently respon- 
sible for such diseases as dysentery, 
typhoid and diphtheria. Because of 
germs often carried through soil fer- 
tilization, it was essential that all 
greens be thoroughly washed. Cups, 
glasses, bedding and papers were often 
menaces in spreading disease because 
they had been contaminated by some 
person.

Protection From Colds 


A New Vaccine Is Said To Give 
Immunization ~ 

The American Public Health Asso- 
ciation has made public a report on 
a new vaccine for the common cold. 

The, report showed the blapd of. 
many, though at present not all per- 
sons, can be immunized against 
catching colds to the extent that sus- 
ceptible sufferers become as free as 
the hardy persons who have a cold 
only now and then. 

The vaccine report is one of 225 
medical and public health papers to 
be read at the association’s annual 
meeting. The protective is described 
by George C. Rockwell, M.D., asso- 
ciate professor of bacteriology, of the 
University of Cincinnati College of 
Medicine. 

It is a vaccine first described last 
June. The new development is the 
immunizing effect on the blood.

Burmese Think Marauder Is Rein- 
carnation Of Old Villager

are among the finds made on Mount 
Kahlenberg, near Vienna, Austria, 
during excavations for a new road. 
The razors are bronze and date from 
the so-called “Hallstatt Period”, be- 
tween 1200 and 700 B.C. They are 
half-moon in shape and. possess a 
practical handle. . 

In ‘the course of 3,000 years they 
naturally have been greatly damaged 
by corrosion and are unfit for any 
practical use now; but new razors, 
made exactly to this pattern, in the 
opinion of several local master barb- 
érs, are equal to the best modern 
English and Swedish razors now in 
use in Vienna’s barber shops. 

The excavations on the Kahlen- 
berg ‘disclosed a large cemetery 
where ashes of the dead, after the 
bodies had been burned, were buried 
in earthern urns. . 

The “Viennese” of that prehistoric 
epoch were not acquainted with the 
potter's lathe; all the urns and other 
pottery discovered in the cemetery 
were turned by hand. 

Aside from the charred bones, the 
urns contained a wealth of funereal 
gifts, particularly small earthen ves- 
sels and other pottery, ‘most of which 
bear delicate painted ornaments in 
black and red patterns. 

In addition to the razors, the urns 
contained: arm-bands and _finger- 
rings, pins and other trinkets, and 
highly interesting weapons such as 
spearheads, curved daggers and long 
swords. 

The swords are of a soft iron while 
the rest of these objects are bronze, 

As the swords in their original 
shape proved too long to find room 
in the urns, they were bent twice or 
more to fit into the funereal vessel. 

Archeologists are puzzled over the 
fact that, despite eager searching, so 
far no trace of an adjacent human 
settlement of the Hallstatt period has 
been discovered, with the exception 
of a single small house which may 
have been the dwelling of the graye- 
yard’s custodian. 

All the collected objects are now 
being sifted, classified and prepared 
for exhibition in Vienna’s Municipal 
museum, 


Using Ancient Privilege 


Royal Marines Go Through Old Cere- 
mony In London 

The Royal Marines, who at the 
King’s express command are mount- 
ing guard at Buckingham Palace 
while the regular Guards aré away 
on manoeuvres, for the first time will 
exercise their ancient privilege of 
marching through the city with 
“bayonets fixed, drums beating and 
colors flying.” 

The privilege arose from the fact 
that the Marines are direct descend- 
ants of the “trained bands” of Eliza- 
bethan and Stuart days. Neverthe- 
less, permission of the Lord Mayor is 
still necessary. Leaving Chelsea 
Barrack, the Marines will halt at the 
Thames Embankment, where ‘bay- 
onets will be fixed and colors un- 
cased. The City Marshal will chal- 
lenge them at the boundary of the 
city proper, ‘after which he will ride 
at the head of the force, the Lord 
Mayof taking the salute at the Man- 
sion House. 

The Marines comprise three divi- 
sions permanently stationed at Chat- 
ham, Plymouth and _ Portsmouth. 
This is the first time they have ever 
done duty in London. 


Lauds Canadian Flyers 


Rear Admiral Byrd Says Dominion 
Pilots Best For Arctic Exploration 

A tribute to Canada’s north coun- 
try flyers was paid at Toronto by 
Rear-Admiral Byrd, famous United 
States Antarctic explorer. Replying 
to Mayor Simpson's welcome at a 
civic reception outside of city hall, 
Admiral Byrd said Canadians knew 
more of polar flying than any other 
pilots. Long experience flying over 
snow and ice and in sub-zero weather 
made them excellent pilots for Arctic 
or Antarctic expeditions, he said.

Over-eating is almost as injurious 
as over-indulgence in spirits. Ex- 
pansive waist lines may be a mark 
of beauty in some countries, but here 
they are considered neither beautiful 
or healthful. The public health ser- 
vice has never gone into the aesthetic 
phase of the question but its records 
are not encouraging to the over- 
weight who are given to worrying 
about their health, Keep that hour- 
glass figure if you would live long, 
is the advice of the service's statis- 
ticians. In the fight for good‘ health 
being underweight is a distinct ad- 
vantage in middle age. The death 
rate“in middle life is lower’ among 
persons who are underweight and in- 
creases rapidly as the weight in- 
creases beyond the normal. For ex- 
ample, the death rate for persons be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 49 who 
are 10 and 20 pounds underweight, 
is just half that for persons’ between 
the same age limits but 50 or more 
pounds overweight. From,the con- 
clusions of: the public health service, 
it would appear that lowering the 
mortality rate from this point is 
largely a matter of diet and appetite 
control, which the government health 
agents will find more difficult than 
fighting germs and epidemics. ‘You 
can teach a man to drink from a 
sanitary cup and to shun a quaran- 
tine sign, but most persons cannot 
even be frightened away from the 
dinner table. 


Lord Strathcona Story 


Incident Is Related Of. The Early. 
Days Of The Fur Trade 

A little-known story was told in 
Montreal recently of the ducking of 
the late Lord Strathcona, prominent 
Canadian financier, when as Donald 
Smith, factor for the Hudson's Bay 
Company, he assumed Hudson Bay 'to 
be his company’s exclusive territory 
and ordered all fur traders out of the 
district. 

The story was told by McGregor 
Mowat, 91-year-old veteran of many 
a fur-trading expedition in Canada’s 
northern fastnesses when he dis- 
embarked from the Duckess of Rich- 
mond after his first visit to his native 
Scotland since he left there in 1865. 

Mr. Mowat related that Mr. Smith, 
as he was known then, was anxious to 
discourage competition in his district 
and would order other traders out of 
the Hudson strait. ‘He ordered me 
out when I came up the strait in my 
boat,” he recalled, “but I wouldn't go 
back. There was a scuffle and it was 
Donald Smith who went to the water. 
I went over after him and fished him 
out. After that we got on well to- 
gether.” 

Mr. Mowat left his home in the 
Orkney islands and came to live in 
Canada 70 years ago. He lives on 
his farm at Danville, Que.
